Americans—140 military prisoners 
and 
six 
civilians—plus 
one 
Canadian. Another 10 Americans 
were reported held in Laos and 
there has been no word on when they 
would be freed although a shaky 
cease-fire 
is 
in effect 
in that 
country, too. 
So far, 441 Americans have been 
released, including 17 civilians and 
two fliers held by China. One group 
of 27 was freed at Loc Ninh, 75 miles 
north of Saigon, but all the rest, 
except for the two released by 
China, were turned over at Hanoi. 
Lt. Nguyen Sinh, Viet Cong deputy 
press officer, said the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government 
(Viet 
Cong) would release its last group of 
prisoners by Sunday. However, he 
did not give an exact date, place of 
release or say how many prisoners 
were involved. 
Lt. Col. Bui Tin, spokesman for

There was some feeling expressed that three senators representing the 
county would give the county more clout in Sacramento, particularly as it 
was noted senators Grunsky and Stiern have much seniority and influence 
at the capitol.

requests,

$73,220,375, an increase of 
$846, 849 over the current 
total budget. 


The total for all funds 
includes roads, which are 
financed from gas tax funds 
and 
courts 
fines. 
The 
requests include $4,857,951 
for roads, $60,904 for the 
petroleum division, $15,000 


in fish and game funds, 
$1,503,745 in capital outlay 
and 
$89,136 
in 
special 
aviation funds, in addition to 
the $66,666,639 in general 
funds requested. 


The 
requested 
budgets 
call 
for 
$33,430,290 
in 
salaries 
and 
employe 
benefits, 
an increase of 
$1,669,327 over the current 
year, and not including any 
salary boosts that might be 


effective July 1.

Judicial appointments 


When he was campaigning for the office of governor, 
Ronald Reagan was most critical of the methods Dy which 
judges are selected. It was Reagan’s contention that too 
many were being chosen on the basis of their political 
connections rather than judicial qualifications. It was, he 
charged, cronyism. 
At the time he was disturbed, as were many others, by 
decisions being handed down which seemed to favor the 
rights of criminals over those of the victims, and by the 
tendency of the courts to legislate the law rather than rule 
upon it. 
In his speeches Reagan gave vent to his dissatisfaction 
with the courts and vowed that he, as governor, would put 
only “qualified” men on the bench. He was also strong in 
his views as to what kind of decisions he would expect of his 
appointees. 
It was obvious that he wanted 
‘strict 
constructionists” who would stand “ foursquare for law and 
order” . It was also quite evident he believed vehemently in 
the death penalty. 
Reagan came into office advocating a law which would 
delegate authority to the Bar Association in the selection of 
judges. He woufd willingly have given up some of the 
governor's power in such appointments. The legislature 
rebuffed his suggestions. 
Stuck with the responsibility, Reagan nevertheless 
embarked upon a sincere effort to keep faith with his ideas. 
He rejected political applicants and insisted that judicial 
candidates be picked on merit. Cronyism was out! 
Applicants for the lower courts would be rated as lawyers 
by the State Bar. Those for the higher courts would be 
chosen after reviewing their decisions. It was a scholarly 
approach whcih attached sole importance to grades and 
examination papers and left nothing for the human 
element. 
It was this pristine method of selection which put Donald 
R. Wright on the Appellate Court in 1968 and elevated him 
to Chief Justice in 1970. It is not surprising then that 
Reagan did not personally know Wright prior to his 
appellate appointment and, in view of subsequent events, 
not much better when he named him Chief Justice. Had he 
looked a little harder he might have discovered Wright was 
first made a judge by Governor Earl Warren. That might 
have been a message. 
From the decisions by the court since Wright became 
chief justice, particularly outlawing of the death penalty 
written by Wright himself, one need not be clairvoyant to 
believe Reagan is having second thoughts about how judges 
should be selected. 
Knowing how forceful Reagan’s views are on the death 
penalty, it is inconceivable he would have chosen Wright 
without a thorough discussion on the subject. 
And the treatm ent by Wright of Reagan’s only other 
Supreme Court appointee, William P. Clark, Jr., was 
hardly to be expected from one who owed so much to 
Reagan. No one can accuse Wright of being a “ team 
player” . Neither Attorney General Evelle Younger, elected 
to office, nor Presiding Justice Parker Wood, appointed by 
Governors Culbert L. Olson and Edmund G. Brown, owed 
any debt to Reagan. 
But they voted for Clark while it was Wright who 
subjected him to the hippodrome ordeal of a public hearing 
by the judicial commission. And despite no evidence more 
damaging than Clark's schoolboy grades, Wright still voted 
against him. 
It would seem Wright has confused his own appointment 
with anointment. 
One can hardly blame Reagan if he abandons his “ m erit” 
system in favor of closer contact which perm its measuring 
a m an’s human qualifications.

Teen-ager dies 


BELFAST (UPI) — A Protestant teen-ager found shot in 
a Roman Catholic area died early today and there was 
more bombing and shooting in Northern Ireland amid 
reports Britain is ready to outline its plans for the political 
future of the province. 
The death of 18-year-old Robert Collins, found shot in the 
head early Sunday, raised the toll of casualties in 3l/2 years 
of violence among security forces, Protestants and 
Catholics to 752. 


Second autopsy 


GILA BEND, Ariz. (UPI) — Sarah Miles’ business 
manager died of a drug overdose, not a beating, a second 
autopsy has confirmed. A lawyer for Burt Reynolds called 
for an end to innuendos and speculation about the death. 
The Los Angeles County medical examiner, Dr. Thomas 
Noguchi, confirmed that the body of David Whiting con­ 
tained “lethal levels” of the sleeping pill methaqualone, 
Justice of the Peace Mulford Winsor III said Monday. 
It appeared to establish that Whiting had taken the 
overdose after a tiff with Miss Miles. 


Pleads innocent 


MILL VALLEY, Calif. (UPI) — Form er mental patient 
Brent Bedeyan pleaded innocent Monday to the shotgun 
slayings of a Mill Valley couple and their teen-age son. 
Bedeyan, 22, of Mill Valley, entered his plea without emo­ 
tion at his arraignm ent before Municipal Judge Peter 
Smith. 
The judge issued a “gag order” on officials involved in 
the case and ordered the suspect held without bail pending 
an April 3 preliminary hearing.

Reinecke more

SACRAMENTO

Ronald Reagan, says he now is “ more determined than 
ever” to run for governor after a new flap involving his 
office. 
He accused The Los Angeles Times of attempting to 
destroy him politically because it opposes most of Reagan s 
policies and does not want them continued. 
Times Editor W illiam F. Thomas said this argument was 
“ puzzling” because the newspaper endorsed Reagan both 
times he ran for governor. He said the Times stories 
Reinecke objects to were carefully researched and “ stand 
unchallenged as to fact and substance." 
The Times reported Monday that two Reinecke aides— 
Morris E. Currey and Peter L. Tweedt—exerted pressure 
on the state Insurance Department to help a Los Angeles 
city commissioner. Mark L. Nathanson, who was being 
courted to work in Reinecke’s gubernatorial campaign. 
Nathanson was a member of a syndicate proposing to buy 
three insurance companies. The proposal ultimately 
collapsed because of the syndicate's own inaction. 
Neither aide, Reinecke said, “did anything more than ask 
the insurance commission to speed up a decision. ” 
Currey resigned last month after another Times story. It 
said Currey used his position as Reinecke s top aide to help 
a friend with a long arrest record obtain special favors, 
including a local concealed weapons permit and a police 
badge.

to destroy my political career,” said Reinecke in a 
prepared statement.

support, I am more determined than ever to continue my 
career and to become a candidate for governor. ’'

Clemente elected to baseball's shrine

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (UPI) 
— Roberto Clemente always wanted 
to be remembered simply as a 
“ player who gave his best.” 
The epitaph was gentle enough, 
but hardly befitting a star of 
Clemente’s greatness. 
Today, baseball officially gives 
Clemente what is considered a more 
deserving 
remembrance—election 
to the Hall of Fame, less than three 
months after he died on a New 
Year’s Day mercy flight. 
Clemente’s widow, Vera, joined 
by Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn and officials of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, for whom Clemente starred 
18 seasons, were on hand for the 
announcement at a 12 noon EST 
news conference. 


Officially, the purpose was to 
announce the results of the special 
yes-or-no Hall of Fame vote on 
Clemente's candidacy, but the fact 
of his election was not one of 
baseball’s best-kept secrets. 
Only the size of the vote had been 
in question. 
Clemente 
becomes 
only 
the 
second player admitted to the 
baseball 
shrine 
without 
the 
customary five-year waiting period, 
and the first since a dying Lou 
Gehrig was elected by acclamation 
in 1939. 


Clemente died with four other 
men in the crash of an old, 
propeller-driven DC7 airplane in 


which they were ferrying supplies 
from Puerto Rico to earthquake 
victims in Managua, Nicaragua. 
The plane, delayed several times 
before takeoff, crashed into the 
ocean near the San Juan Airport. 
Clemente’s body never has been 
recovered. 


Clemente, who was 38 at his 
death, won four National League, 
batting titles—in 1961, 1964,1965 and 
1967. He averaged .317 for his 
career, won the gold glove for 
fielding excellence a dozen times, 
was the league’s Most Valuable 
Player in 1966 and the outstanding 
player in the 1971 World Series. 
His final regular season hit in 1972 
was his 3,000th. Only 10 other 


players ever got that many. 
Mrs. Clemente and Commissioner 
Kuhn will present another award 
today, too, an honor newly named 
for Clemente to the “ player who 
best exemplifies the game of base­ 
ball on and off the field.” 
Although the award was instituted 
in 1971, it never previously had a 
name. Willie Mays won it the first 
year and Brooks Robinson last year. 
The formal induction ceremonies 
for Clemente and five others named 
to the Hall of Fame earlier this 
year— Warren Spahn, Monte Irvin, 
and 
oldtimers 
Mickey 
Welch, 
George “ Highpockets” Kelly and 
umpire Billy Evans—will be held 
Aug. 6 at Cooperstown, N.Y.

Top stocker 
on display 
in Lompoc 


Winston Cup Grand National race 
fans no longer have to jump the pit 
wall to get a first hand look at a 
super speedway stock car. 
Winston No. 1, a fully prepared 
Chevrolet race car, will be on 
display Friday at Williams Bros. 
Market on West Ocean. 
The red-and-white stocker was 
built by Junior Johnson Associates 
of Ronda, N. C., and according to 
Junior Johnson, every detail that 
goes 
into 
building 
a highly 
competitive stock car is included in 
Winston No. 1. 
The 
Chevelle 
Laguna 
body, 
chassis, suspension, cooling system, 
rear end and fuel tank are all either 
modified or reinforced to meet both 
the top performance as well as 
safety standards demanded on the 
NASCAR 
Winston 
Cup 
Grand 
National circuit. 
The car is powered by a 427 cubic 
inch Porcupine V-8 engine and 
produces 600 horsepower at 7200 
rpm. The engine has a bore of 4.250 
and 
a 
stroke 
of 
3.760. 
It's 
compression ratio is 12 l/z to 1. 
The car, like all cars racing the 
Winston Cup circuit, is equipped 
with a special suspension system 
specified by NASCAR. There are 
two shock absorbers per wheel 
which are hung from the car’s roll 
bar cage. The shocks used in 
NASCAR stock cars are stiffer and 
longer than the typical passenger 
car to prevent bottoming out at high 
speeds. The cars also use heavy- 
duty tie rods and sway bars. 
The Chevelle Laguna uses a stock

manual transmission with a Hurst 
shifter. 
Front mounted water and oil 
radiators of special design cool the 
car.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — John Wooden, who said last 
week that he’d be back at UCLA next season, has some 
more bad news for the rest of the college basketball 
world. 


He expects Bill Walton to ignore the pro game’s 
millions and return for his senior year with the Bruins. 
“ All indications are that Bill plans on being back in 
school,” Wooden told the Southern California basketball 
writers Monday. “ That’s what various friends of his 
have said and that’s the indication I have from Bill 
himself. 
“ He’s a most unusual young man. In addition to his 
tremendous ability as a basketball player, he’s an 
unusual young man in every respect. I think that within 
some of us there’s a bit of acting, perhaps, at times. 
There’s no put-on about Bill. You know where he stands, 
what he is. 


“ I really believe he is at this particular moment 
probably less interested in material things than most 
anybody in this room. This is sometimes almost difficult 
to understand.” 
Walton, college basketball’s Player of the Year as a 
sophomore and a junior, has led the Bruins to a 58-0 
record in his two varsity seasons. 
At St. Louis Saturday and Monday, UCLA will be 
seeking to win its seventh straight NCAA title and ninth 
in 10 years. 
Wooden admitted he could be wrong about his 6-11 
superstar’s plans for the future.

The Salmon situation, at the time of writing has not 
shown any valid improvement. The sea has been rough, 
with heaw winds, and few boats have been out. The ocean 
has been kicking up heaw swells. The few Drivate boats 
that have ventured out have been loading up on rock fish, 
with a 23 pound white sea bass brought in at the Avila 
launching facility. 
So far. the two new arrivals at the harbor have had rather 
a disappointing start. The San Luis Sport Fishing, and 
Harbor Associates < under its new m anagem ent) are both 
eager and readv to go salmon fishing. There is a long season 
ahead, and no doubt things will pick up. 
On our weekly trip to the harbor, we noted that Hank 
Adams was out with nis 30 foot diesel fishing boat. He goes 
mainly for salmon. 
The islander" is now back on the job. and has had a few 
remunerative charters for bottom fishing. All reports are 
that the boat is almost like a new ship, and is really the 
answer to a party boat angler's dram. 
Angling in the Ventura-Santa Barbara area has been 
good, in spite of some bad weather. Conditions look as tho 
they have improved, and calico bass are now hitting. Also a 
few yellow tail strikes around the Channel Islands. Ling cod 
and Halibut have been the main takes nearer home. 


FRESHWATER FISHING 
We have been informed that the first 7,000 rainbow trout 
under the agreement to replace the lost steelhead fishery, 
will be stocked May 1 in Lopez Lake. May 25 will see 
another 7,000, and June 29 6,000 trout. The DFG will soon 
„start its seasonal stocking in this popular lake. 
Nacimiento Lake reports black bass fishing heading the 
list, a few white bass and crappie. Lake is withing about 16 
feet of the spillway. 
Margarita Lake also has crested, and is somewhat 
muddy, but slowly clearing. Anglers with bass know-how 
are getting a few fish. 


Lopez Lake finds trolling fair to good, also needs some 
know-how on type of hook up. In other words, use a short 
leader, and "rubber snubber.” At least that is what we get 
from the experts. Bank fishing on the slow side, but after a 
few plantings will pick up. 
And while we think of it, we may say that there will be no 
column next week as we will be on the high seas down 
Mexico way for a few days. 
DFG reports a sand bass that had been recovered some 
six years since it was tagged. The fish weighed 7 pounds 4 
and was taken in Newport Harbor. A check of the 
oz 
records verified the fact that the fish was tagged six years 
ago, in much the same spot where it was caught. Evidently 
sand bass do not do much travelling. Just good thinking on 
the part of the fish. When tagged the fish was 12.8 inches 
long and in the intervening six years it had grown to 24 Vfe 
inches in length, and 15‘/2 inches girth. The fish was taken 
on a 6 lb test line, baited with a crawfish. 
The bass tagging program has been carried out in this 
area since 1964 in cooperation with a local Spinfish club. 
Biologists say that six years was the longest period of time 
between tagging and recovery in the history of the sand 
bass survey. 
The Fish and Game Commission has mulled over the idea 
of raising the size of catchable fish, and has announced its 
intention to amend trout policy to provide trout 2 to 6 fish 
nger. Thi 
legalize the stocking by the DFG 
er pound, 7 inches or longer. 
per do 
legaliz

authorized under the present policy. 
The commissioners also announced their intention to 
establish an ecological reserve at Morro Rock to protect 
peregrine falcons. 
HALIBUT CHECK 
Two employees of the U.S. Dept of Commerce's National 
Marine Fisheries Service are aboard a Japanese mother 
ship and will spend about a month on the fishing grounds 
checking the incidental catches of halibut among the 
catches brought to the factory ship for processing. The 
. primary catch of these Japanese vessels consists of 
groundfish such as pollock, flounder. Pacific cod, and 
rockfish. 
The U.S. has long believed that incidental catches of 
halibut, especially young ones taken by the foreign trawlers 
may be contributing to the decline of the North American 
halibut resource. However, Japan claim s the incidental 
catches of halibut are insignificant. 
As a domestic 
measure, Japan does prohibit traveling in a large area of 
the eastern Bering Sea regarded as a halibut nursery area. 
However, both the U.S. and Canada maintain that 
mortalities 
are 
high 
amongst 
the 
incidental catch, 
especially when the young halibut are not immediately 
returned to the sea. Japan’s Fishery Agency is cooperating 
with the program which will continue at least thru 1973. 
Planting is now getting under way with a release from the 
DFG that Cachuma Lake, Davey Brown, Manzana Creek 
and the Santa Ynez River in Santa Barbara County were 
being planted last week. 
In Ventura County-Ventura River, Sespe Creek Santa 
Paula Creek, Matilija Creek and Casitas Lake were also 
due to be stocked, all depending on weather conditions.

Child care 


An estimated 30,000 children and 4,000 
teachers are breathing a collective sigh of 
relief in California with the announcement 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan that the state will 
continue with child care and pre-school 
programs. 
Nothing in recent years has developed 
the volume of protest that these federal 
program cuts have. It has come from all 
walks of life, Republican and Democrats, 
rich and poor alike. 
The federal government announced last 
month that funds used for the programs 
would be eliminated effective April 1. 
Authorities said that if the state wanted to 
continue the programs they could use the 
revenue sharing funds which had been 
returned 
to 
California, 
despite 
the 
assurance from President Nixon that such 
funds would have no strings attached. 


Working mothers were afraid that if 
they could not send their children to child 
care centers, they would have to quit work

and go back on welfare. This no doubt 
would prove correct in many, many cases. 
A bi-partisan effort is underway now to 
move a measure for financing through the 
State 
legislature. 
It 
is supported by 
Governor Reagan and Assembly Speaker 
Bob Moretti. 
Sen. Pete Behr, a Republican, has also 
introduced a resolution which urges the 
Nixon administration to take a second look 
at their proposed cuts. 
We believe that the problem should be 
corrected in Washington. Such cuts are 
penny 
wise 
and 
pound 
foolish. 
The 
programs have done much to restore 
human dignity in the form of jobs for 
working mothers who otherwise would be 
on the public dole. 
It is heartening to know that the State of 
California will not allow the centers to 
close here, but it would be much more 
heartening if the Washington bureaucrats 
felt the same value for the program and 
continued its funding.

Arthur just grinned sheepishly, and 
said that it didn’t matter how many 
state secrets Dan Ellsberg let out, 
Schlesinger wasn’t going to betray 
any. 


That last is fantasy, of course, but 
so is the whole exercise. It amounts, 
really, to court theater, in this case 
a theatrical arrangement of the 
events of the decade of the 1960’s in 
such a way as to render not only the 
act of Ellsberg irreprochable but in 
some way harmonious with the 
crying need of the day — the spread 
of information about a war we were 
lighting 
which 
the 
nation’s 
intellectuals almost to a man didn’t 
want to fight. 
That, surely, is the reason why the 
third 
witness. 
Professor 
John 
Kenneth 
Galbraith, 
with 
such 
evident relish put his finger on 
passages 
of 
secret 
diplomatic 
communications that suggested that 
some South Vietnamese leaders 
were squirreling away some cash in 
Switzerland or wherever, and that 
that datum must be kept from the

American taxpayer, who would be 
seized with rage if he knew it. The 
point of the matter, Mr. Galbraith 
concluded, is that ours is a tolerably 
open society, and we have a way of 
discussing 
things 
with 
some 
openness, and it would not have 
made any sense at all to attempt to 
keep such information away from 
the people. 
It is all extremely plausible. Yet 
on the same day that Mr. Galbraith 
testified, General Maxwell Taylor 
was being interviewed on television 
by Mr. Bill Moyers. Taylor was 
Kennedy’s 
principal 
military 
adviser and later Ambassador to 
Saigon. He had been Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Moyers asked him whether a 
noose was drawing around the neck 
of American press liberties, and 
General Taylor, an irrepressibly 
buoyant and attractive man, said, 
well, no, he didn’t think so, and of 
course the subject of the Pentagon 
Papers came up. What should have 
been done to put the whole business 
into proper focus? Quite simple, 
said 
the 
general. 
Military 
censorship 
should 
have 
been 
imposed. 
“I cannot imagine,” said the 
general, smiling, but the muscles 
drawn, 
“ a 
press 
conference 


discussing where I was going to 
paratroop 
my 
division 
into 
Normandy.” In war, all facts are 
paramilitary, including — and by no 
means 
stretching the point 
— 
information 
concerning 
whether 
war leaders -are squirreling their 
money out of the country. 
The press, in the Ellsberg case, 
seems to want it both ways. On the 
one hand what was revealed was 
insignificant to the enemy. On the 
other hand it was significant enough 
to the reading public to transcend 
the cobwebs the Justice Department 
invoked to argue that the papers 
should lie uninterrupted, for just a 
little while more. 
It is difficult intellectually to 
make the separation clean: that 
which is relevant to the United 
States is not useful to Hanoi. Here, 
for instance is a 
headline. 
A 
headline that was given very great 
prominence, spread right across the 
page in the New York Times on June 
18, 1971, after the Pentagon Papers 
were 
released: 
“HANOI 
AND 
VIETCONG 
AT PARIS TALKS 
CITE TIMES SERIES AS PROOF 
U.S. IS AGGRESSOR.” 
Whether Ellsberg gets off or not is 
at this point of merely personal and 
reticulative interest. But we have 
learned, 
as 
General 
Taylor 
suggests, how not to fight a war.

The name tags on stakes are in bad 
need of repair, however, so you 
cannot always tell what you are 
supposed to be looking at. 


A bit further afield, take the road 
to Figueroa Mt. just past Mattei’s 
Tavern in Los Olivos.

Gray on Brown 


Over the years, the approach of 
government to the Brown Act has 
become so sophisticated as to rule 
out the most flagrant violations of 
the law’s stipulations. 
It 
is 
in 
the 
borderline or gray 
areas 
that 
the 
greatest concern is 
f o c u s e d . 
F o r 
example, it was in 
about 1968 or early 
in 1969, that school 
board trustees were 
briefed 
two, 
and 
two and then the 
fifth, on a budget 
consideration, 
to 
av oid 
the 
restrictions of the 
Brown Act. 
Whether this violated the law is 
uncertain. The question of whether 
it is or isn’t is not a simple one. 
But I’ll go out on the limb and say 
it was. 


The main thing is to bring as much 
discussion as possible into the glare 
of public scrutiny. When a school 
board takes about six minutes to 
discuss the district’s $11 nqillion or 
$12 million budget one wonders 
whether the trustees may not in fact 
have arrived at a meeting of the 
minds behind the scene prior to the 
meeting. 


When the school board defers any 
definitive action on the personnel 
unit concept, and instead turns it 
back to the superintendent for a 
decision—hence for the time being 
at least killing the proposal—it 
makes one wonder if a decision to do 
just that had been previously and 
secretly agreed upon. As far as this 
reporter is concerned something 
had to happen between the friendly 
sendoff when a committee was 
charged with studying the proposal, 
and the rather flat death of the 
proposal. 


Once again, the only things legally 
possible in an executive session, are 


discussions on personnel (hiring or 
firing 
an 
individual 
or 
some 
disciplinary action, for example) or 
questions of national security. I 
might add also the question of 
litigation, but that point is fraught 
with uncertainty. It is the view of 
this reporter subject to contrary 
legal ruling, that the discussion of 
the mère possiblity that someone 
might be going to sue the district, is 
not 
a 
proper 
subject 
for 
an 
executive session. 


If someone has sued the district 
and there is a court action pending, 
that fact must become part of the 
public record. The strategy to be 
employed by an attorney in meeting 
a court action is a valid reason for a 
secret 
executive 
session. 
Fine 
distinctions separate what's legally 
possible from what is not. 


The discussion of salaries for one 
person or for a handful of persons is 
subject matter for an executive 
session, 
but the 
discussion 
of 
salaries for all employes of the 
district is not. When in doubt, 


consult with the county counsel. 


Bill Johnson is torn between 
slightly opposing views on the heavy 
rainfall this year. As an employe of 
the city’s water treatment plant, he 
is mindful of the value the heavy 
rainfall has for recharging the 
underground basin; as a gardener he 
notes he has lost nine weekends of 
work in the yard this winter because 
of the wetness.
